plan. 

Schuman  alao  decided  to  ask 
the  French  cabinet  for  an  ex 
precision  of  solidarity  with  him 
self  and  Pleven  on  their  espousal 
of  the  European  army  plan.

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Waiting  for  Winds? 


IF,  as  a Canadian  Press  dispatch  from 
Ottawa  suggests,  the  federal  government 
“may  wait  for  more  favorable  winds”  before 
railing  a by-election  in  Victoria  to  fill  the 
seat  to  be  left  vacant  by  the  pending  resigna- 
tion of  Hon.  R W.  May  hew.  it  may  wait  for 
a long  time.  The  federal  cabinet  minister 
resigned  from  his  portfolio  on  October*  15, 
and  will  assume  his  ambassadorial  appoint- 
ment on  November  15.  The  House  of 
Commons  is  due  to  meet  five  days  later,  on 
November  20.  and  in  it  Victoria  will  have  no 
voice  if  this  is  the  score.  Presumably  it  is 
not  a matter  of  the  parliamentary  pension, 
because  it  has  already  been  shown  that  Mr. 
Mayhew's  appointment  will  waive  that,  due 
to  the  date  of  his  acceptance  of  the  high 
post  in  Japan.  What  ground  remains  for 
depriving  Victoria  of  representation  at  the 
coming  session? 

The  government  has  been  prompt  enough 
In  the  past  to  act  when  it  had  a Commons’ 
vacancy  on  its  hands  and  a man  it  wanted 
to  put  in  there.  There  was  no  waiting  for 
“favorable  winds”  then.  Meanwhile,  is  it 
governmental  whim  or  constituency  need 
which  determines  representation  in  parlia- 


ment? If  the  thing  were  to  bf  left  to  whim 
some  constituencies  could  be  left  without 
representation  forever.  Surely  it  cannot  be 
mere  option.  Both  precedent  and  the  law 
prescribe  what  shall  be  done#  when  a seat 
becomes  vacant  in  the  House 'of  Commons. 
Eventually,  of  course,  the  Victoria  seat  must 
be  filled.  The  question  at  the  moment  is  will 
the  by-efcciion  be  called  in  time  to  give 
Victoria  a voice  at  the  coming  session,  or 
will  it  not?'  If  so.  there  is  no  more  to  be 
said;  if  not.  this  community  will  be  entitled 
to  an  explanation  from  the  government. 

In  a straight  political  sense  also  delay 
in  this  matter  could  be  damaging  to  the 
regime  in  power  at  Ottawa.  If  the  “winds” 
are  adjudged  to  be  unfavorable  now.  what 
might  they  lie  when  this  community  be- 
comes more  fully  aware  of  studied  neglect  ? 
The  administration  is  not  in  any  position  of 
strength  when  it  displays  hesitancy  over 
putting  the  issue  to  a test  at  the  polls.  There 
is  where  all  mandates  come  from  in  the  end. 
The  Canadian  F’ress  dispatch  seemed  loo  well 
circumstanced  to  be  mere  guesswork.  So 
what  is  the  answer,  what  will  the  govern- 
ment do?  Victoria  is  entitled  to  know. 


Co-operation  a Vain  Hope 


LATEST  evidences  of  violence  on  the  part 
of  the  Sons  of  Freedom  indicate  that 
^ians  to  relocate  troublemakers  in  some 
jther  part  of  the  province  are  unlikely  to 
•*»  accomplished  without  physical  opposition. 
Mr.  Stefan  Sorokin,  described  as  the  spiritual 
ender  of  the  sect,  confesses  himself  to  be  at 
i loss  to  understand  what  is  behind  the  new 
iprisings.  Great  things  had  been  expected 
*rom  Mr.  Sorokin’s  leadership,  hut  it  begins 
to  look  as  if  he  has  insufficient  hold  over 
•he  fanatical  elements  of  the  sect  to  turn 
them  Into  law-abiding  people. 

As  the  laws  of  Canada  stand,  the  pro- 
posed recolonization  plans  for  the  Sons  of 
Freedom  families  can  he  carried  out  only 
by  voluntary  migration  on  their  part.  All 
but  a very  few  of  them  are  Canadians  by 
birth,  and  if  they  refuse  to  move  to  anofher 
country  or  to  some  place  else  In  Canada  no 
one  ran  compel  them  to  go.  That  is  their 
strength,  and  they  appear  to  be  fully  aware 
of  it.  According  to  Mr.  Sorokin,  a young 
troublemaker  at  Krestova  is  disputing  his 
leadership  in  material  matters  and  coun- 
selling the  Sons  of  Freedom  to  repudiate 


the  relocation  plan.  Long-drawn-out  efforts 
by  the  Dominion-provincial  consultative 
committer  to  win  ro-operation  w'ill  be  nulli- 
fied if  this  attitude  prevails. 

If  a new  start  has  to  be  made  on  the 
problem  of  the  Sons  ©f  Freedom,  how  far 
can  British  Columbia  count  on  the  federal 
government  for  assistance?  Six  weeks  ago 
Justice  Minister  Garson  stated  that  the 
Dominion  would  co-operate  with  British 
Columbia  in  finding  a solution,  “within 
constitutional  limits.”  That  qualification 
could  relate  to  Mr.  Garson ’b  attitude  that  the 
cost  of  any  recolonization  plan  must  lx*  met 
by  the  province,  but  it  could  also  tie  taken 
as  an  indication  that  the  federal  government 
is  unwilling  to  meet  the  situation  by  special 
legislation.  Reluctance  to  use  law  to  compel 
migration  of  a minority  group  can  be  appre- 
ciated. but  in  this  extraordinary  case  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  law  and  order  can  tie 
established  otherwise.  For  half  a century 
succeeding  generations  of  the  Sons  of  Free- 
dom have  been  thumbing  their  noses  at  the 
authorities,  and  it  seems  idle  to  go  on  hoping 
for  their  co-operation  even  in  the  smallest 
degree. 


Let’s  Make  a Start 


RENEWED  comment  on  the  subject  of  a 
servicemen’s  centre  in  Victoria  shows 
that  the  idea  is  fortunately  still  alive.  Each 
passing  month  reveals  more  clearly  than 
ever  how  real  the  need  is  for  a place  in  town 
where  servicemen  can  relax  off  duty,  enjoy 
social  amenities,  stay  overnight  if  need  be, 
and  find  the  kind  of  recreation  that  both 
they  and  most  citizens  wish  were  available 
to  them  outside  of  barracks.  The  difficulties 
in  the  way  should  not  be  allowed  to  block 
the  establishment  of  such  a centre. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  to  date  the  defense 
department  has  turned  a deaf  ear  to  pleas 
that  it  might  help  to  finance  the  project. 
The  days  are  long  past  when  it  was  enough 
to  provide  a barracks  and  thereafter  leave 
men  to  their  own  resources  outside  it.  Men 
under  arms  nowadays  are  simply  citizens  in 
uniform,  with  the  same  social  longings  as 
anyone  else.  Whatever  the  precedents  a 
servicemen’s  centre  here  might  create  there 


is  a distinct  federal  obligation  to  do  some- 
thing about  one. 

The  federal  attitude  notwithstanding, 
however,  if  a positive  move  were  made 
locally  the  results  might  lie  gratifying.  So 
many  favorable  views  have  been  expressed 
as  to  suggest  that  ample  support  would  be 
forthcoming  if,  say,  a fund  were  launched 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  a centre.  The 
gesture  would  he  fitting.  No  more  generous, 
men  exist  than  those  in  uniform,  who  have 
repeatedly  contributed  to  civilian  appeals  of 
various  kinds.  It  would  be  pleasing  if  in 
reverse  this  community  were-  prepared  nt 
least  to  underwrite  the  start  of  a service- 
men's hostel. 

What  is  wanted  now  is  action,  a com- 
mencement. Probably  servicemen  themselves 
would  gladly  follow  the  lead  and  contribute 
their  share.  Once  under  way,  also,  who 
knows  hut  what  Ottawa  and  interested  citi- 
zens elsewhere  might  lend  a helping  hand.

ADMIRAL  NELSON 

Sir.  It  is  now  147  years  since  the  battle  off 
Tape  Trafalgar  was  fought  between  sailing  ships 
on  October  21, 1805  The  British  leader  was  only  46 
years  of  age.  The  British  had  to  u«r  the  wind  to 
close  with  the  enemy  but  did  not  open  fire  until 
rwon.  reserving  their  fire  until  they  were  loo  rinse 
lo  miss  their  targets.  The  sea  was  smooth  so  the 
foiling  of  thr  *hlps  had  not  to-be  allowed  for  when 
aiming.  The  flagship  Victory  wu  placed  by  Nelson 
In  the  midst  of  several  of  the  enemy,  and  it  was 
from  the  tops  of  the  Redoutable  that  Nelson  re- 
ceived his  death  wound  at  1.30  pm  Cp plain 
Thomas  Mastermnn  Hardy  was  able  to  report  the 
defeat  of  the  enemy  to  Nelson  before  he  tiled. 

Admiral  Nelson  was  a great  commander  and 
leader  of  men  for  he  had  .parly  won  the  confi- 
dence and  love  of  his  officers.  His  achievements 
amounted  to  genius.  What  was  hts  genius’ 

What  would  have  been  the  result  of  St  Vincent 
(February  14.  1797)  and  Copenhagen  'April  2. 
180D  had  Nelson  not  been  there?  In  boll*  events 
he  showed  the  true  stamp  of  leadership  by  in- 
atantly  divining  the  right  thing  to  be  done,  and 
In  doing  it  without  the  loss  of  a moment. 

In  the  battle  of  the  Nile  (August  1.  1738'  and 
Trafalgar  he  showed  another  side  of  leadership  - 
a sword  like  mentality  to  produce  brilliant  tactics. 
These  two  attributes  In  themselves  comprise 
leadership.  But  even  they  were  not  all.  Nelson 
possessed  the  one  great  requisite  |p  lifi  him  above 
other  leader*  above  the  high  level  of  front- 
rank  leader*.  He  pot etaed  that  elusive  qualify  so 


rare  amongst  otherwise  big  men.  It  was  the  won 
derful  quality  of  personal  rharm,  which  inspires 
the  all-essential  team  spirit,  officers  trusted  hi* 
ability  to  he  brilliant  in  his  daily  work  and  he  ex- 
tracted from  them  a willing  desire  in  understand 
his  tactics  and  to  obey  hia  orders,  even  to  his 
slightest  wish.

Reports  From  Ottawa 


THE  best-kept  secret  about  Ralph 
Campney's  appointment  as  solici- 
tor-general is  the  fact  that  he  was 
Pnme  Minister  St  Laurent's  second 
choice. 

The  P.M  named  Campney  only  after 
President  Norman  A.  M Mackenzie  «»f 
the  University  of  British  Columbia  had 
decked  to  become  B.C.'*  second  federal 
rabinet  mintaier. 

After  St.  Laurent'*  visit  to  the  West 
Coast  convinced  him  that  the  B.C 
Liberals  needed  more  dynamic  leader 
ship  than  72-yenr  old  Fisheries  Minister 
May  hew  could  provide,  the  question 
■arose  as  to  whether  the  mere  replace- 
ment of  May  hew  would  be  sufficient. 

Without  belaboring  the  obvious,  the 
Grits  are  in  desperate  straits  In  B.C„ 
as  the  results  of  the  provincial  election 
showed.  — 

Jimmy  Sinclair,  the  ebullient  party 
rebel  of  conscription  crisis  days,  was 
the  natural  rhoire  in  succeed  Mayhew. 
His  claim  on  the  first  B.C.  portfolio 
couldn't  be  ignored  without  causing 
more  Liberal  dissension  in  B.C.  than 
already  existed. 

Then  the  suggestion  was  put  to  St. 
Laurent  that  B.C.  deserved  two  cabinet 
ministers.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
such  a move  not  only  should  endear 
the  Ottawa  government  to  the  people 
of  B.C.,  but  would  put  more  zip  Into 
the  task  of  regenerating  the  Grit** 
political  machine  In  that  province, 

♦ * * 

St.  Laurent  agreed.  The  next  ques- 
tion was  whom  to  select.  One  possi- 
bility was  lawyer  Campney.  the  one 
time  secretary  to  Mackenzie  King  and 
former  chairman  of  the  National  Har 
bors  Board.  He  entered  the  House  of 
Commons  In  1948  with  what  he  con- 
sidered to  tie  a promise  that  he  would 
succeed  Mayhew  when  the  latter  re- 
tired For  the  last  year  and  a half 
he  had  been  parliamentary  assistant 
to  Defense  Minister  flaxton. 

But  SL  Laurent  wasn't  satisfied  that 
Campney  was  the  best  man  for  the  job 
of  revitalizing  the  party  organization 
In  HC.  ~ Another  man  stood  head  and 


shoulders  above  him  In  the  P M * 
estimation  Dr  Mackenzie 

St.  Laurent  realized  that  Mackenzie, 
a distinguished  lawyer,  educator,  fur- 
nirr  soldier  and 
evpert  on  Interna 
tional  law  and 
foreign  affairs, 
would  bring  great 
strength  in  the 
cabinet,  and  great 
prestigp  to  the 
Liberal  party  in 
B.C, 

Accordingly  the 
proposition  w a * 
pui  to  Mackenzie. 

and  to  the  P M.'s  

keen  disappointment  lie  declined.  St. 
Laurent  then  settled  fur  Campney. 
offering  him  thr  comparative  sinecure 
of  the  solicitor  generalship. 

This  is  alt  ix»ld- blooded,  dog  eat  dog 
politics— and  actually  them  is  no  other 
kind.  There's  too  much  at  slake  for 
kindness  and  light  to  be  predominant

The  platitudes  and  the  rationaliza- 
tions come  liter.

isters at  the  cabinet  table  from  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia". 

2.  On  the  subject  of  B.C.  politic*,  he 
opined  that  “1  don't  think  we  in  the 
federal  field  should  show  any  special 
concern  about  what  people  choose  to 
do  in  the  provincial  arena  . . . We 
shouldn't  seek  to  Influence  the  drrlsion 
thr  people  make  with  respect  to  their 
provincial  government*'

(From  The  Financial  I'osl) 


FOR  a country*  that  has  never  had  a 
federal  government  which  called 
itself  socialist  we  seem  to  have  drifted 
pretty  far.  A recent  estimate  reveal' 
that  approxtmauOy  two  out  of  every 
nine  Canadians,  or  almost  25  per  rent 
of  our  total  population  are  now  draw- 
ing cheques  regularly  from  Ottawa. 

By  far  the  biggest  group  of  recip- 
ients are  those  who  qualify  for  family 
allowance*.  There  are  only  10.000  short 
of  2,000.000  in  this  category  now  and 
in  a year  fheir'payments  from  Ottawa 
will  run  somewhere  between  $323ft00,- 
000  and  $350,000,000. 

Next  are  fhe  pensioners,  the  670.000 
Canadian*  who  have  now  reached  the 
age  of  70  and  who  are  automatically 
entitled  to  pension  As  well  there  are 
almost  100.000  others  who  ar*  broke 
or  blind  and  get  special  a'si«Un«e 
Then,  of  course,  there  are  the  men 


and  women  in  the  regular  civil  service 
and  in  the  armed  services  and  the  fed 
eral  police.  The  total  is  about  275,000. 

Add  all  these  groups  together  and  we 
get  a total  of  well  over  3.000.000  Cana 
dianv  And  these  are  not  the  only  one* 
receiving  money  from  the  state.  There 
are  as  well,  scon**  of  thousanda  on  the 
payroll  of  municipal  and  provincial 
government**,  civil  servants,  police, 
school  teacher*  and  so  on.  both  active 
and  retired 

Not  for  ri  moment  l«  It  suggested 
that  these  penplr  are  an  army  of 
drones  A great  many  of  them  are  per- 
forming most  important  services  and 
no  modern  state  ran  hope  to  continue 
without  them.  But  so  far  as  the  m*)or 
essentials  of  life  are  roncerned  they 
are  non -prod went  Virtually  none  of 
them  contributes  anything  In  the  way 
of  real  goods,  like  food,  shelter  and 
clothing
